BERLIN, Jan. 26.—Remarkable fig- 


ures-regarding a new German naval 
gun are given by a German artillery 
expert writing in the Artillerlstlcsche 
-Monats Hefte. 


In discussing an 
assertion hy 
the 


London times' that the German navy 
possesses a gun which carries three 
miles farther than the host British 
weapon, the writer admits that the 
Krupps are manufacturing a gun whose 
projectile weighs 020 kilograms (about 


fx ton) and which develops a muzzle 
velocity of 920 metres (about 3700 
feet) In a second. 
The expert reck- 


ons from these figures that tho gun 
has a range of about 
42 kilometres 


(about 28 miles) while the channel at 
Dover Is only S3 kilometres (about 22 
miles) wide.

given, If correct, will permit the Ger- 
mans eventually io command the Kng- 
llsh coast from Calais for a distance 
of nine kilometres (about six miles) 
inland with tho new gun.

paign iu Boston is backed by the newspapers and is receiving the 
theoretical encouragement, nt Icitst, oC a grout many business men, 
financial leaders, working men and representatives of almost 
every 


class. 
It will be demonstrated in a short time whether the movement 


has penetrated the shell of popular indifference, or whether the feel- 
ing of insecurity, born of world-wide conditions will continue to sway 
the public mind. 


The direct intent of the "Build Now" movement is to boom business 


and give employment to many now nimble to find work, and (he indirect 
intent is to prepare (he business interests of the country for the great 
expansion that is anticipated in the near future. 
It is pointed out that 


the partial stagnation which nuikcs business bad also makes prices good, 
from the builder's point of view, and in this connection trade journals 


, issue warnings against possible increases in price as a result of the war. 


It is contended that no danger need be anticipated from the building of 
improvements or new plants that are necessary for expansion, as the end 
of the war will prove the wisdom of constructive foresight. 


The Manufacturers' Kecord of Baltimore lias" been agitating a "Build 


Now" campaign which is attracting a great deal of attention throughout 
the south and which emphasizes the good points of such campaigns in 


• ufher sections. The journal has sought to impress upon real estate owners 
that (here is a great saving to he made now in construction, rather than 
in waiting until kler. In connection with this movement the Merchants 
and Manufacturers' Association of Georgia have prevailed on dealers 
in lumber and builders' supplies to offer reductions of from 10 to 25 pci 
cent, on all construction work begun now. The dual movement is said to 
be proving very'effective. 


In all parts of the country there are manufacturing concerns which 


anticipate erecting new buildings in 
fho near future and there are 


thousands of individuals who plan to erect homes within a year or so. 
It is to reach these in particular that the "Build Now" movements have 
been started, as the feeling of those behind it is that'the present time, is 
unusually propitious for all who contemplate building along manufacture 
.or residential lines.

following the panic of 1907.

she always puts in with them a. dry 
crust of bread. This kill's the 
odor 


which arises from the steatn and she 
Is very particular to let the water, 
in which they are boiled, get quite cold 
before pouring It away. She has found 
by so doing this it will leave no un- 
pleasant odor as it does when poured 
away hot. 


She also says that the juice of half 


a lemon added to fish or chicken while 
boiling will make It look very white 
and tender. 
That when she mashes 


turnip, stjuash or any vegetable that 
contains more or less water, she. lays 
in the bottom of the vegetable dish "a 
small piece of dry toast. This 
will 


absorb all of the water by the time It 
Is ready to be served. Then It can be 
carefully removed 
without disturbing 


the vegetables.

Census Bureau Makes an Appeal

Boston is tho so-called "Build Now" movement which aims at encouraging 
tho speedy commencement o£ building and other enterprises. 
Tlio cam- 


paign in Boston is backed by tho newspapers and is receiving the 
theoretical encouragement, nt least, of n great many business men, 
financial leaders, working men and representatives of almost every 
class. 
It will bo demonstrated in :i short time whether the movement 


has penetrated tho shell of popular indifference, or whether tho feel- 
ing of insecurity, born of world-wide conditions will continue to sway 
tho public mind, 


Tho direct intent of the "Build Now" movement is to boom business 


and give employment to many now unable to find work, and the indirect 
intent is to prepare the business interests of tho country for tho great 
expansion that is anticipated in the near future. 
It is pointed out that 


-the partial stagnation which makes business bad also makes prices good, 
from the builder's point of view, and in ibis connection trade journals 
issue warnings against possible increases in price as a result of the war. 
It is contended that no danger need be anticipated from the building of 
improvements or new plants that are necessary for expansion, as the end 
of the war will prove the wisdom of constructive foresight. 


Tho Manufacturers' Record of Baltimore has been agitating a "Muild 


Now" campaign which is attracting a great deal o£ attention throughout 
the south and which emphasizes the good points of such campaigns in 
other sections. The journal has sought to impress upon real estate owners 
that them is a great saving to be made now in construction, rather than 
in waiting until Later. In connection with this movement the Merchants 
and "Manufacturers' Association of Georgia have prevailed on dealers 
in lumber and builders' supplies to offer reductions of from 10.to 25 per 
cent, on all construction work begun now. The dual movement is said to 
be proving very effective. 


In all parts of the country there arc manufacturing concerns which 


anticipate erecting new buildings in the near future and there are 
thousands of individuals who plan to erect homes within a year or so. 
It is to reach these in particular that the "Build Now" movements have 
been started, as the feeling of those behind it is that the present time is 
unusually propitious for all who contemplate building along manufacturing 
or residential lines. . In 190S-9 there was a building boom through the 
length and breadth of the country, duo to reduced prices and the reaction 
following the panic of 1907. 
Prices now are even more, favorable than 


then, and it is better to prepare for the reaction than to bo found unpre- 
pared when it comes. In this connccfion, the banks can do a great deal 
of good by being liberal with those Whose credit is good, as the unusual 
financial soundness precludes unusual risks. 


The present time is a good time for building and it is also a good 


time for buying—that is for buying a little in excess of present needs. 
The upward trend which has been noticed for the past week or so in 
some food commodities might serve as a warning to the wise o£ what is 
: coming for with the protraction of war, commodities are bound to rise

,"If any American citizens, partisans 


of Germany and Austria-Hungary, feel 
that this administration Is acting in a 
v,ay Injurious to the cause of 
those 


countries, this feeling results from the 
fact that on the high seas the German 
and Austro-Hungarlan naval power is 
thus far Inferior to the British. It is 
tho business of a belligerent operating 
on the high seas, not the duty of a neu- 
tral, to prevent contraband from reach- 
ing an enomy. 


"Those in this country who sympa- 


thize with Germany and Austria-Hun- 
gary appear to assume that some obli- 
gation rests upon this government. In 
tho performance of its neutral duty, to 
prevent. all trade In contraband and 
thus to equalize tho difference, due to 
the relative strength of the. belliger- 
ents. No such obligation 
exists;
